[hese official circles expressed 
the hope that the dockers’ action 
represented only the beginning of 
general awakening on the subject, 
and would like to see others follow 
suit.

Israel. Several weeks ago, dockers 
im Sweden and in Finland took 
similar action. They decided to 
boycott Egyptian ships but since 
the decision was taken no Egyptian 
vessels have anchored the

In a congratulatory cable to Mr 
Paul Hall, President of the dockers’ 
trade union, the Secretary-General 
the Histadrut, Mr.  Pinhas 
Lavon, said: “ Your decision is an 
mMportant action for securing 
world peace and fraternal relations 
between various countries.” 

Meantime, the United Arab 
Republic is busy organising an 
anti-American campaign and_ is 
encouraging Arab trade unions to 
lake action against U.S.A. vessels. 
Cairo Radio has. called on all 
Arabs to boycott American tankers, 
Stating that 50 such vessels pass 
through Arab ports every day.

The seafarers’ picket line and the 
longshoremen’s refusal to cross it 
“ represented far more than a pro- 
test by outraged American citizens 
against the outrageously discrimi- 
natory, illegal, and indeed 
dangerous policy of Egypt. 
Directly at stake were “job oppor 
tunities of both seamen and long- 
shoremen,” he declared 

Mr. Miller explained that* il 
an American shipping line were 
told that because of the Egyptian 
boycott it could deal with either 
Egypt or Israel, but not both, then 
it must give up one of these sources 
of business. This business would 
in all likelihood then go to some 
foreign vessel. 

When trade opportunities for 
U.S.A. ships were thus curtailed. 
American seamen’s opportunities fo 
work were correspondingly reduced.

Over 4,000 people stood on Tuesday at the foot of the Gshetto 
Memorial here in silent tribute to the) Jewish heroes who 1/7 years 
ago, on. April 19, 1943, revolted against the Nazis in the Warsaw 


Ghetto.

The majority of those present were Jews from many parts 
But there were also representatives of the Polish Govern- 


ment, of all political parties, of she army, and of cultural and social 


associations. 


The Polish Government was represented by the Minister of 


Culture. Mr. Kazimierz Rusinek., 


who is also the General Secretary 


of the Association of Fighters for Freedom and Democracy. Gencral 


Zarzycki, the Deputy Minister 0! 
Defence, repfesented the Polish 
Armed Forces 

From the early hours of Tuesday 
morning Jewish and non-Jewish 
schoolchildren could secn 
marching towards the memorial ot! 
the Ghetto heroes, where a military 
guard had taken up its position 
the night before. In front of the 
Jewish delegation marched Mr 
Rehaveam Amur, the Israeli 
Minister, and members of the 
Israeli Diplomatic staff, as well as 
representatives of the “ Jomt,” Ort, 
and other Jewish institutions. Alt 
four o'clock in the afternoon the 
whole square in front of the 
Ghetto Herves’ Memorial was 
crowded. and -the flags of the 
various organisations represented 
at the ceremony fluttered above the 
mass of people who, on this 17th 
anniversary, had gathered to hon. 
our the Jewish fighters.

MANCHESTER POULTRY FOR 
LONDON 


Supervision by Machzikei Hadass 


Jewish Chronicle Reporters 


There has been swift 
London to the news that the Mach- 
Hadass in Manchester have 
agreed to supervise the kashrut of 
pre-packed frozen poultry for the 
Manchester firm of Superchick 
(London), Ltd. and for three other 
Manchester Jewish poulterers who 
now imtend to sell ther produce m 
the London area. 

An emergency mecting of the 
Executive Council of the National 
Shechita Council has been called for 
Sunday morming at Woburn House, 
W.C., to discuss the situation 


Shechita Board Statement 


Mr. J. Brenner, Secretary to the 
Council and to the London Board for 
Shechita, stated on Wednesday that 
the step taken by the Machzikei 
Hadass will have a most. serious 
effect on the administration of kash- 
rut throughout the country. 

When asked why the London 
Board would not permit the sale of 
Manchester-produced frozen chickens 
in London, he denicd that it was 
because the Board was protecting the 
interests of its licence holders in 
London. 

He said that in London there were 
40 poulterers and 164 butchers. Ten 
of the poulterers were wholcsalers, 
and five of them were now processing 
frozen pre-packed chickens for sale 
in London. It was considered that 
the demand from housewives in 
London could be adequately met by 
the existing London wholesalers. 

“It is not a matter of a closed 
shop. It is primarily a matter of 
kashrut supervision and control,” said 
Mr. Brenner. 

Superchick (London) Ltd.'s approach 
to f Machzikei Hadass followed

the threat of the Manchester Beth 
Din to withdraw supervision if the 
firm persisted in sending poultry to 
London. 

It will mean a loss to the Man- 
chester Shechita Board of approxi- 
mately £5,000 per annum in shechita 
lees. 

In addition to Superchick, three 
other Manchester poultry firms have 
withdrawn from Beth Din supervision, 
and their products will also be super- 
vised by the Machzikei Hadass. They 
ire Messrs. 5S. C;srupman, Waterloo 
Road; R. Lee, of Manchester; and 
Esiee, Lid.. St. Mark's Lane. 

Mr. Rubin Lee, spokesman for the 
four tirms, stated: “After many 
mont!.. of restricted trading through 
the uncooperative actions of the 


Lomlooa Shechita Board and Beth Din 
we have lost many hundreds of 
pounds. 


“We did everything in our power 
to comply with any request or require- 
ment by the London authontices. But 
the result has been a definite refusal 
to allow our products into London. 

“We were informed that if we con- 
tinued to send our products into Lon- 
don, Manchester Shechita Board 
would withdraw their supervision. 
Consequently we have had no alterna- 
tive but to take the initiative and have 
the kashrut of our poultry guaran- 
teed by the Manchester Machzikei 
Hadass. 

“ As we are no longer burdened by 
the heavy expense imposed by the 
Manchester Shechita Board, no longer 
hindered with regard to sales and dis- 
tribution, and now divorced from the 
petty squabbles between the Manches- 
ter and London Shechita Boards, we 
shall distribute our poultry through- 
out the country, including London. 

“We will be able to decrease our 
overheads, thereby guaranteeing 
kosher pre-packed poultry cheaper 
than ever before.”

WHO IS A “MAMZER” ? 


Readers’ Inquiries 
Answered

References to mamecrim made at . 


the recemt Rabbinical Conference at 
Westcliff have led to much controversy 
and many readers-have inquired as 
to the definition of a mamzer. 

According to the. Jewish Encyclo- 
pedia a mamzer +s the offspring of a 
father and mother between whom 
there could be, in law, no binding 
betrothal. This would be a child 
issuing either from adultery between 
a marricd woman and a man other 
than her husband, or from. incest 
within the forbidden degrees of kin- 
ship or affinity defined in Leviticus 
xvii and xx. The child of a marriage 
simply forbidden, as that between a 
Cohen and a divorced woman, is 
legitimate but “profane”—a son 
cannot become a priest and a daughter 
is not eligible to marry a priest. 

The types of marriage which render 
offspring “ mamzerim” were outlined 
in a commentary, by the late Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Hertz, on Leviticus xviii. 
It states that all unions between the 
sexes that are repellent to the finer 
feelings of man, or would taint the 
natural affection between near rela- 
tions, are sternly prohibited. 

Primary prohibited marriages are 
those between blood _relations— 
marriage to one’s mother, sister, 
daughter, grand-daughter, father's 
sister, and mother’s sister. Cases of 
affinity are the wives of blood- 
relations and of the wife's blood 
relations.

One of the prisoners had produced a 
special illustrated: folder showing the 
menu of every meal, as well as the 
time-table for the religious services 
for the whole Passover week. Among 
the food provided for them were 
pickled herring. matzo pudding. 
kreplach, potato lutkas, smetana, and 
other traditional Jewish dishes. 

After the Seder the congregation 
unanimously passed a resolution 
expressing its gratitude to the Prison 
Commussioners and the Governor of 
the prison for having granted the 
necessary facilities for the Passover

It was an unfamiliar Hagada that 


was read at the dnnual Third Sede: 
of the Federation of Zionist Youth, 
which took. place in the Abraham

weck. An earlier genesation might 
not have understood it but the 7U 
or so F.Z.Y. members who were 
present obviousiy did.

Other Third Sedarim 


Last year 380 Jews left this coun- 
try to settle im Israel, announced Mr. 
A. Leef, the Israeli Consul, when he 
spoke at the Third Seder of Dror. 
the Zionist youth organisation, held 
at 320 Cricklewood Lane, N.W., last 

Mr. Leef, who was accompanied 
by his. wife, compared the older 
generation of Jews in Western 
Europe with the Dor Hamidbar 
(generation of the desert), which God 
had not allowed to reach the 
Promised Land after leaving Egypt 
because they were not the right type 
of people to build up a new country. 

He expressed the hope that the 
younger generation, and particularly 
members of Dror, would go to Israel 
as soon as possible to take part in the 
building of a new society. 

At the Seder, Mr. S. Gutman. the 
emissary to Dror of Kibbutz 
Hameuchad, who is shortly returning 
to Israel, was presented with two 
books on

MEDIEVAL ENGLISH

Medieval Christian bitterness against 
the Jews was illustrated by Mr. Lewis 
Edwards, when he gave a lecture, 
accompanied by lantern. slides, on 
“The Representation of the Church 
and Synagogue in Medieval English 
Act,” to the London Society of Jews 
and. Christians, at King’s Weigh 
House, W. Mr. Hugh Harris 
presided. 

Such representations, he said. like 
those at Rochester Cathedral, 
gencrally showed two female figures : 
one symbolising the Church, crowned 
aml with triumphant bearing: the 
other the Synagogue, dejected and 
rejected, blindfolded. and with shat- 
tered staff. 

It was only in medieval times. said 
Mr. Edwards, that this bitter feeling 
seemed to have developed; - early 
Christian representations showed the 
Church and Synagogue as comple- 
memary and presumably not 
unfriendly. 

In conclusion, the speaker pointed 
to a renewal of the pre-medieval feel- 
ing in the modern representation, at 


Westminster Theological College. 
Cambridge, of “Law and Love,” 
showing the Synagogue with the 


Scroll of the Law and the Church 
with her chalice.

The urgency of a speed) setticment 
of the indemnification claims of 
Austrian Jewish victims of Nazism 
was Stressed in a resolutron adopted 
by the Council of Jews from Ausiria 
in Great Britain (Jacob 
Society) at its annual mecting held 
at Zion House, London. 

The resolution also demanded that 
Germany participate in the indemni- 
fication for Jewish victims of Nazism 
from and in Austria, and that the 
Jewish victims receive their full share 
with regard to all payments rendered 
by Germany for Austrian victims. 

The mecting, which was presided 
over by Dr. H. Tauber, expressed 
approval for the project of establish- 
ing an institute, named after the late 
Chief Rabbi of Vienna, Dr. H. P. 
Chaies. Its task wil] be to record the 
achievements of Austrian Jewry.

Aiding Migrants from Britain

PERTH 

Questions concerning Jewish migra- 
tion from England and antisemitism in 
Australia were discussed at a meeting 
here of the West: Australian Jewish 
Board of Deputies. 

At a previous meeting of the 
Board a letter had been read out to 
delegates which requested further 
information regarding possibilities of 
settlement in Perth. 

The letter had come from a Jewish 
family in the North of England and 
in it the writer stated that his request 
was inspired by an article he had read 
in THe JewrsH CHRONICLE, describing 
Jewish communal activities in the 
State. 

As a result of discussion at that 
Board meeting, Mr. Goldman, 


Chairman of the Jewish Welfare 


Society of West Australia, said he 
would be prepared to convene a com- 
mittee for the purpose of assisting 


Jewish migrants from 
‘ngland. 

The committee would include mem- 
bers of the Welfare Society, 
W.AJ.E.X. (West Australian Jewish 
Ex-Service Men's and Women’s Orga- 
nisation), and the Bnaj B'rith. 

After Mr. Goldman had raised the 
matter at the conference of the Execu- 
tive Council of Australian Jewry, held 
im Melbourne in March, he reported 
back to the Deputies that the Execu- 
tive Council had agreed to allocate 
part of their funds towards encourag- 
ing Anglo-Jewish ==migration to 
Western Australia, and would further 
help by supplying lists of suitable 
applicants for occupations available in 
the State. 

Steps would now be taken to effect 
liaison with Anglo-Jewish bodies such 
as the British Board of Deputies and 
Ajex to proceed with the plan. 

On the question of antisemitism, 
Mr. Goldman stated that machinery 
had been set up in various Australian 
States to counter antisemitic activity.

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7 HE BOYCOTT 
REBUVUNDS 


THE boycott of Egyptian shipping 
called by the New York dockers in 
reprisal for Egyptian interference 
with freedom of navigation and 
shipping rights is an act of con- 
siderable political significance, for 
Nasser's abuse of Egypt's position 
astride the Suez Canal for his own 
political ends does not affect Israel 
alone, but is a matter of prime 
international importance. Any 
success can only encourage him to 
widen his use of boycott and black- 
mail as political weapons, and his 
example will not be lost elsewhere. 
In spite of explicit objections to 
Nasser’s policies, the free world has, 
since Suez, shirked action for two 
reasons. First, each country shrinks 
from the immediate economic 
losses which mighi Se entailed by 
crossing the Egyptian dictator. 
Secondly, and even more decisive, 
there is the fear that action. on this 
question, however justified, might 
force Nasser closer to Russia. 
Were it not for this fear; which 
still dominates U.S.A. © policy 
making, many Western maritime 
Powers would be prepared to risk 
collective action on the question of 
freedom of navigation through the 
Suez Canal. Though the maritime 
nations risk heavy loss if Arab ports 
and the Canal are closed to them 
in reprisal, as Cairo now threatens, 
it should not be forgotten that the 
loss of the revenues concerned 
would be crippling for Egypt, and 
politically dangerous for the régime 
Moreover, the sums involved are 
so large that it is questionable 
whether the Soviet Union could, or 
would be prepared to, cover the 
loss, or whether Nasser would risk 
increasing his dependence on Mos- 
cow to such a dangerous degree 
Though the eventual political 
Outcome of these new developments 
still hangs in the balance, its mora! 
effect has already been felt A 
considerable measure of political 
isolation has always been one of 
Israel's handicaps in international 
affairs. This new surge of practi- 
cal support from the free Trade 
movement in the U.S.A., 
Europe, and Eastern Asia is, there- 
fore, most welcome, and will help 


to counteract the atmosphere. of 


appeasement which § still charac- 
terises certain Western capitals. It 
is to the undying credit of the 
democratic labour movement that 
they have struck this blow for basic 
principles of international eco- 
nomic justice and the solidarity of 
free nations, 

The. result will undoubtedly 
encourage the Isracli Government 
in its struggle for its legitimate 
rights, but it is to be hoped that 
this success. will not lead them to 
under-estimate the difficulties still 
to be overcome or over-emphasise 
their weight in world counsels. 
Certainly the flow of welcoming 
Statements from Israel serve no 
useful purpose. and if they give the 
impression of emphasising the 
Israeli aspect of this development, 
may well detract from the con- 
sideration of the whole problem on 
an international level on which its 
successful solution will depend. 


TO WHAT END? 


ATTENTION has frequently been 
called in these columns to the vital 
importance of a sound religious 
educational system. It is not a 
question of money alone, although 
without adequate funds little can 
be done. Funds must certainly be 
available, and if there is to be a 
choice between education and other 
communal! efforts, education must 
have first priority. Thus, in our 
present issue appears a report of 
one of the largest of the. religion 
classes in London, where accommo- 
dation is $o cramped that children 
are often forced to sit three at a 
desk. The incongruity of such a 
situation in our prosperous com- 
munity is highlighted by an instance 
of this kind. 

However, the London Board, 
which has the prime responsibility, 
ought not continually to stress its 
need for funds without giving some 
indication that it is thinking about 

> purposes and methods of 


education. Even in those ali too 
rare cases, when each child does 
have a desk and the classroom 
accommodation is attractive, the 
pupils are still far too often bored by 
the sort of education they receive. 
Part of the trouble is that the 
teachers are often ill-trained and 
ill-equipped for the purpese. The 
present efforts to train teachers, 
and particularly to provide “in 
service training to teachers who 
are already acting, are negligible. 
Nor is this the end of the problem 
because little consideration has been 
given to what should be taught. 

in the ghetto environment of 
Eastern Europe it was perhaps a 
sound educational system to start 
children off by reading and trans- 
lating the Pentateuch and the 
Prayer Book. Doig this for 
several hours a day, they could 
expect to know the Hebrew of the 
Bible and of the Liturgy. Yet now, 
with only a few hours a week and 
in a vastly diflerent environment, 
exactly the same methods are being 
applied. The result js that passages 
are gone over again and again 
parrot-wise week after week, and 
the child at the end has learnt 
nothing and has been merely 
repelled by the dullness of his 
Hebrew teaching. Parents generally 
have a weekly struggle to force 
their children to Hebrew classes, 
although our history and traditions 
are so rich in warmth and colour 
that, with proper tuition and with 
more emphasis on the inspiration 
of our faith, they could be made 
fascinating. 

Our whole system of religious 
education js entirely out of date. 
In the absence of antisemitism or 
other external pressures, Judaism 
must:now fight to survive in a free 
society which has a predominantly 
Christian flavour. Religious teach- 
ing must therefore be made attrac- 
live and meaningful and relevant to 
the needs of our children. Our 
educationists should consider afresh 
what ts to be the purpose of Jewish 
education. If they do not really 
expect all the pupils to become 
Hebrew scholars, then most of the 
exiguous time spent at Hebrew 
classes is being wasted. Ample 
funds are certainly needed to raise 
the status of teachers and to pro- 
vide attractive material conditions. 
But even more important than this 
is the urgent need for some new 
and clear-sighted thinking about 
what should be taught and how it 
should be taught. 


POLISH JEWRY 


“To remember the past in order 
to learn from it, not to brood over 
it” ‘was Premier Ben-Gurion's 
recent definition of his approach 
to European Jewry’s terrible years 
under Hitlers rule. “ David's 
Diary,” of which we publish an 
eXtract in this issue, admirably fits 
this maxim. It describes the suffer- 
ings of Polish Jewry under the 
Nazis, as seen through the eyes of a 
twelve-year-old victim. It contains 
several important lessons; one is 
that under the occupation some 
Poles behaved hardly better towards 
the Jews than did the Germans. This 
fact should not be forgotten in 
assessing present efforts made by 
the Polish Government to harness 
memories of those years in support 
of their present policies. Today 
the Jewish problem in Poland is 
on the way to its final solution: 
emigration to Israel has taken over 
where Hitler and his local accom- 
plices left off, and according to 
available estimates fewer than fifty 
thousand remain within Poland's 
presemt frontiers. The Polish 
authorities are now at pains to 
denounce antisemitism and stress 
the many benefits that are being 
bestowed on their small Jewish 
community. Even though many of 
their claims must be taken with a 
grain of salt, and though communal 
freedom is patently impossible in 
an unfree, “party permeated ” 
society, the very pains they take 
to stress their philo-semitism con- 


Stitute a most encouraging sign in 


contrast to the pre-war situation. 


A CLOSED SHOP? 


For a long while there has been 
widespread public complaint about 
the price and quality of kosher 
meat and poultry. Some explana- 
tion seemed, therefore, to be called 
for by the authorities to explain 
their refusal to allow pre-packed 
frozen poultry, slaughtered by 
the Manchester Shechita Board 


and supervised by the Manchester | 


Beth Din, to be made available for 
London consumers. As a result, 
four poultry firms in Manchester 
have now decided to have their 
kosher products supervised by the 
local Machzike Hadass authorities 
thus enabling them to sell in Lon- 
don. This decision seems to have 
surprised the London authorittes, 
who have summoned an emergency 
meeting for next Sunday. Mean- 
while, they have made a prelimi- 
nary statement: “It is considered 
that the demand from housewives 
in London can be adequately met 
by the existing London whole- 
salers. It is not a matter of a 
closed shop.” This dogmatic pro- 
nouncement simply will not satisfy 
public opinion. The community ts 
entitled to a full and persuasive 
explanation of the reasons for these 
restrictions. Unreasonable and 
unnecessary restrictions, as has 
been made evident of late also in 
other directions, recoil most on 
those. who impose them. If the 
staterent above is to be accepted, 
then the only objection could be an 
unwillingness by London to accept 
responsibility for Manchester kash- 
rut. But jf kosher poultry which 
is sealed and frozen in Manchester 
to the satisfaction of their ecclesi- 
astics becomes frefa in London, 
are there different standards of 
kashrut ? Those who will not be 
satished with this explanation will, 
in the absence of a _ reasonable 
alternative, assume that the authori- 
ties are more solicitous for the 
interests of the trade than those of 
the consumers who stand to gain 
by lower prices if there is compe- 
tition. Sach questions as these— 
and they have every right to be 
asked—-demand an answer from 
those who are entrusted with 
responsibility on behalf of the 
community. 


COMMUNAL UNITY 


Two months ago we had occasion 
to congratulate the B'rith 
First Lodge of England on the 
celebration of its Golden Jubilee. 
In commending the admirable 
ideals of B’nai B'rith, we suggested 
that the movement would fulfil a 
real service to Anglo-Jewry if it 
succeeded not merely in advocat- 
ing the spirit of unity and brother- 
hood in our midst, but in applying 
it. Never was there more need, 
we then wrote, for the greater 
practical implementation of _ this 
spirit than at the present time, 
when religious animosities and 
factional disputes so appallingly 
disturb the well being of the com- 
munity.

IGNORANCE ABOUT 
U.S.A. JEWRY 


Sir.—Ever since my arrival in Eng- 
land last September on Sabbatical 
leave from an American university | 
have been reading Ine 
CHRONICLE in order to learn some- 
thing. of the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity. Normally I would not write 
to register either my agreement or 
disagreement with anything you pub- 
lish. However, the short account of 
Mr. Clancy Sigal’s talk to the Scopus 
Group of the Friends of the Hebrew 
University and its reception (April 1§ 
issuc) prompts me to voice a small 
measure of dissent. 

I must confess to being an admirer 
of Mr. Sigal for his recent article in 
“ Encounter.” but there he evidently 
knew what he was talking about. His 
pontifications about American Jewry, 
on the other hand, are pure fiction 
and based on palpable ignorance. If 
Mr. Sigal really thinks that an Ameri- 
can Jewish audience would have 
nodded at the statement “I am an 
American Jew, which means that I'm 
a sort of non-Jew,” he is quite mis- 
taken. If there had been a nod at 
this grotesque statement it would 
have been a gesture of incredulity 
and not one of agreement. . 

But my disagreement with Mr. Sigal 
is really beside the point. What dis- 
turbs me more 1s that a group such 
as Scopus could not take the trouble 
to find any more informed person to 
speak about the American Jewish 
community. From what | have seen 
and read, it is. my feeling that the 
Anglo-Jewish community has. little 
reason. to feel so smugly superior to 
that of America. Such “ information ” 
as Mr. Sigal has given, however, can 
only further feed the widespread 
ignorance about American Jewry that 
.l have encountered here. I know that 
it 18 the fashion to be critical of things 
Americafi.. Is it unreasonable to ask 
that the criticism be. of the informed 
and responsible kind, and not based 
on hearsay and amardtses ?

May I draw the existence of this 
appeal to the attention of those who 
do not know about it, but who share 
these feelings of gratitude to Dr. 
Beil? The proposed memorial falls 
into two parts. There is to be a 
visible memorial in Chichester 
Cathedral, and also a trust fund. one 
of whose objects is the assistance of 
refugees and the victims of persecu- 
tion—work which was very near to 
the heart of the late Bishop.

blessing. If the memorial is to be 
fully effective we need to raise 
£50,000, so we still have a long way 
to go. If any of your readers would 
care to have further details I will see 
that full information is sent to them.

Free Emigration 


The final and complete annihi- 
lation of the Warsaw 
horrifyingly marked the end of the 
ereat Polish Jewish community 
A community that numbered three 
and a half millions before the war, 
and which had made Poland the 
world centre of Jewish life and 
culture for over a thousand years. 

Today there are 40 000 lews lelt 
scattered thinly over 80 towns and 
villages Ihe four main centres 
are Warsaw. with 8,000 Jews where 
once 350.000 lived, Lodz with 
4000, Wroclaw, and Szczecin. 
Only in Lodz are there the districts 
of Jewish concentration there were 
everywhere pre-war, and as there 
axe today in cities like London and 
New York. 

Since the political uprising in 
Poland in 1956 which ended the 
Stalinist period and began a less 


rigid and more empirical Com- 
munist régime, Jews have been 


free to emigrate. And 35,000 have 
gone israel. 

“How can any of you remain 
here willingly? ” 1 asked a. Jew 
well Known in the community, 
thinking of their unendurable 
suffering and Poland's hideous 
history of antisemitism: “In spite 
of all that has happened Poland ts 
stil “homie” to many of us. We 
would be unhappy anywhere else,” 
he replied. 

That roots can be stronger than 
fear seems to be borne out by the 
lact that Jews who emigrated have 
applied to the Polish Embassy in 
Israel for permission to return : 
some ten thousand of them, I was 
told But once they arrived in 
Israe| they automatically became 
Israeli citizens and Jost their Polish 
hationality.

Milder Antisemitism 


And for those who remained in 
Poland—what is life like today 
for these 40,000 Jews living behind 
this piece of the fron Curtain?

The Jews drew closer together 
once more, and whereas between 
‘45 and °S6 there was considerable 
intermarriage, after the uprising it 
decreased. And one of the reasons 
given me for the numbers who 
then emigrated was that many. had 
children of marriageable age who 
they were -frightened would not 
find Jewish husbands or wives in 
Poland. 


“ Fight Back!” 


In 1958 incidents of discrimina- 
tion against Jewish children in 
schools were reported, But when 
the leaders of the local communt- 
ties discussed these with focal 
teachers and priests, action was 
quickly taken to prevent recur- 
rences. How different from pre- 
war days! And parents encour- 
aged their children to fight back. 
“I told .my son to fight his chief 
tormentor,” said the father of a

Over 1.000.000 Jewish children 
from habies to | 3-year-olds 
were shot, gassed, or hanged by 
the Nazis during the Second WV orld 
War. Many of them died -with 
their parents, others were killed in 
hatches in special Gestapo hunts 
ereanised in many parts of Poland. 


One of these children, David 
Rubinowicz, who was gassed 
tovether with his parents in the 
Vaidenek death camp near Lublin, 
bevan, in March, 1940, at the age of

Lunching in Warsaw's Hotel

the boy was turned out. Since 
then he has been on his own.

But in 
todays wars 90 per cent are 
unemployed and only 10 per cent 
have something to do. We used 
to have a dairy, but today we are 
quite unemployed. We have still 
only a few provisions. left since 
before the war and we are using 
them up, but they will soon be 
finished and nobody knows what 
we shall do. 


December 13. The village head 
told us to move out of the flat 
because he is going to store 
requisitioned potatoes in it. Daddy 
begged him and begged him to put 
the potatoes where we once had 
the dairy, and in the end he agreed. 


1941 


Apol 1. At about ten o'clock 
in the morning a certain Kielce 
Jew passed by and said that 
from today there will be a Jewish 
Quarter in Kielce. 1 was so upset 
by this awful news that I didn't 
know all day what to do with 
myself. Even on the same day 
Jews who had families outside that 
quarter left Kielce and went to 
them. Almost the whole of our 
family lives in Kielce; what will 
they do now? Everything will he 
terribly expensive, as in other 
towns where there is a quarter. 
Today uncle came from Kielce to 
ask us what to do. Dad told him 
to come to us for the time being. 


What we do, he will do too. So 


he went out to order a horse and 
Cart for tomorrow. . 


April 2. Very carly in the 
morning uncle went to bring his 
things from Kielce. All day long 
horse wagons full of things were 
passing and passing. Those who 
were with them were in tears and 
discouraged. Uncle was supposed 
to have come at three o'clock in 
the afternoon, but it was evening 
already and still no sign of him. 
We didnt know what to think. 
what had happened to them. We 
waited for them the whole evening 
and they came at two o'clock in 
the morning. 


July 10. We are living in very 
hard times now. It is difficult to 
live through even one hour. We 
used to have enough food for at 
least a month, but now it is very 
difficult to buy enough for one 
day.

It has been said that in spite of 
their emancipation and outstand- 
ing achievements in so many 
ficlds, few women have contributed 
anything creative to the arts. If we 
narrow the field to Jewish women 
the number becomes even smaller. 
Among this small select company 
of Jewish creative artists Shula 
Doniach occupies a wnique posi- 
tion. The Oxford Dictionary of 
Music lists her 
abilities as: 
Pianist, composer, 


lecturer, | writer, 
conductor, and 
teacher. Shula 
Doniach thinks 
of herself 
primarily as a 
composer. 


She first showed 
her musical gifts 
at the age of ten, 
when she com- 
posed music for 
part of the Book 
of Isaiah. Her 
father, A. S. Doniach, a distin- 
guished Hebrew scholar, was 
greatly moved to hear his small 
daughier singing “Comfort Ye, 
Comfort Ye My People” to her 
own musical composition. 

“I was: always quite certain,” 
Shula Doniach told me, “ that music 
was to be my life.” After leaving 
the City of London School for Girls 
she went on to study at the Royal 
Academy of Music, at the Tobias 
Matthay School, Berlin, and in 
Vienna and Budapest. In her early 
twenties she spent two years in 
Palestine, and the remembered 
impression of that time inspired 
one of her most effective musical 
compositions, “ Voices of Jeru- 
salem.” 

Shula Doniach would have been 
happy to remain in Palestine, but 
she felt that she must return to 
England to complete her musical 
education; “There I would have 
been a big fish in a little pool, but 
I still needed to be a little fish, 


still studying in the big pool.”

It seems in keeping with this feel- 
ing of unity that “Chad Man 
Yada” is to be sung as a mixed 
chorus by non-Jewish singers. In 
London it was sung by the Bach 
Society, and in Manchester it will 
be performed by the Barnby 
Choir. 

Critics have been generous in 
their praise of Shula Doniach’s 
work, she has been described as 
“having a musical mind of 
rare quality, who is destined to 
give something to all, Jews and 
Christians alike.”

not permitied to communicate with 
anyone but Nasser’s police 

Finally they managed to get their 
predicament known by staging a 
mock fire aboard ship. During the 
confusion several. of the crew 
managed to row across the Canal to 
another American vessel. 

Mr. Hall alsd cited the case of the 
freighter Valiant Faith at Port Said 
during February. nine of the crew of 
which . were denied. shofe leave 
and were held aboard ship for 28 
days. Fvyentually. the American 
authorities forced their release, and 
the nine men sailed home aboard a 
U.S.A. naval vessel 

These cases were described by Mr. 
Hall as part of “the abuse and vill- 
fication .of . American seamen in 
Egyptian ports in the same part of the 
world where the Tripoli pirates once 
harassed us. We are not going 
to take it this time. any more than 
American seafarers did then.” 

In a letter to President Eisenhower, 
Mr. Hall asked what was. American 
policy regarding the Diack _ hist, 
The President referred the letter to 
the State Department. who replied to 
Mr. Hall that the United States did 
not support the blacklisting of any 
American ships by any Powe: 

it later became known to Mr. Hall. 
however, that the Department - of 
Agriculture did exercise discrimina- 
tion through a charter clause in con- 
tracts with shippers barring the use 
of ships which have traded with 
Israel from carrying agricultural aid 
to the Middle East. 

When Mr. Hall's aide questioned 
the Department about this, it replied 
that it was of “no concern” to it 
whether American ships were barred 
After this, Mr. Hall dined up the 
pickets and the Cleopatra found her- 
self in the front line of a new and 
totally unexpected phase of the war 
for freedom of the sexs 

In a cable to Nasser. Mr Hall 
vigorously denied reports from Cairo 
and elsewhere that the pickcting was 
the result of “so-called Zionist 
pressure,” and stated it was ‘strictly 
a Trade Union action brought about 
entirely by Cairo’s denial of freedom 
of the seas to many American ships.-

YESHIVA UNIVERSITY 
INVESTIGATED 


School of Education Criticised

New York 


In a major educational scandal 


which has rocked the American Jewish 
community, severe action has been 
taken against the Yeshiva University's 
Graduate School of Education by the 


New York State Department of Edu- 
cation after an investigation lasting 
three months. 


The Department has ruled that the 
School of Education cannot grant 
doctoral degrees: in June unless 
records of all candidates have been 
examined by it. Further, no student 
or graduate of the School may be 
certificated by the Yeshiva University 
for any licensed professional post in 
any of the State’s public schools, but 
must first have the record evaluated 
by State officials. 

In a letter to. Dr. Samuel Belkin, 
the University’s President, the State 
Commission requested “additions to, 
and possibly changes in, administra- 
tive affairs.” It stressed that only the 
School of Education was. under ‘fire, 
not the University s programmes in 
any .of its 16 other schools and 
divisions. 

Among the practices criticised are 
the insufficient. number of Faculty 
members and the lack of checking

A MEDIEVAL EPIC

| AMSTERDAM 

A rare medieval Yiddish epic, “ Das 
Shmucl Buch des Moshe Esrim 
weArba,” is to be published shortly 
in Holland using the annotated text 
prepared by the late Dr. Felix Falk, 
of Germany, The publication has 
been made possible by a subsidy 
from the Netherlands Organisation 
for Scientific Research. 

The manuscript is the property of 
the Bibliotheca Rosenthalia, which is 
the Amsterdam University Library's 
department for Judaica and Hebraica. 
The Shmuel Book tells the story of 
King David, including many stories 
from the Talmud and later Jiterature, 
against a medieval European back- 
ground. The book, which originated 
in Europe in the late Middle Ages, 
was first printed in Augsburg in 
1554. 

In an interview reported in Tue 
JewtsH CHRONICLE in 1906, Dr. Falk, 
who came from a well-known Ger- 
man rabbinical family, stated that he 


was engaged in the preparation of a 
critical edition of the “ Shmuel-buch.” 
The preparation of the text occupied 
him for aver 30 years. Dr, Falk fled 
to Holland from Germany after the 
rise of Hitler but was deported from 
there by the Germans and did not 
survive the war.

Herr Max Kaufmann, a resident of 
the West German village of Koep- 
pern, near Frankfort, which Kurt 
Sumpf, a Jewish café owner, and his 
family had been forced to leave 
because of virulent antisemitism. has 
arrived here with his wife to spend 4 
holiday at the invitation of Dutch 
people. 

The invitation was extended to the 
Kaufmanns after a Dutch newspaper 
reported that they were being com- 
pletely ostracised by their fellow 
villagers because they alone had 
stood by the Sumpf family. Herr 
Kaufmann had been the only person 
to bear witness to the antisemitic 
persecutions at the trial of 11 
villagers sued by the Sumpf family. 
Now he and his wife are being 
ostracised, both in business and in 
social life, to such an extent that it 
seems likely that they, too, will have 
to leave Koeppern and make their 
home elsewhere. The Sumpf family 
has emigrated to the United States.
